9:19 a.m.: At The Ballot Box 
This is my first Alberta election 
and as | stand in line at Inglewood 
Elementary School in the Edmon- 
ton-Glenora riding, I feel a renewed 
Sense of citizenship. There’s nothing 
like an election to get you acquaint- 
ed with a new home. I've voted in 
three different cities, and I always 
feel more comfortable after casting 
a ballot. 

As for predictions, I think the 
Liberals will pick up five seats. The 
NDP could also pick up a couple, but 
aybe that’s my Ontario roots show- 
ng. I even hold out a faint hope for 
oe Anglin and the Green Party. And 
Y predictions seem modest and 
asonable. A 10-seat loss wouldn't 
¢ a big upset for the Tories. They'd 
till have a majority. The idea that 
he Tories or any other party are 
nbeatable seems ridiculous to me, 
Pecially given what I can gather 
bout the voters’ mood.

In Edmonton, there’s a re- 
porter each for the Liberal Party and 
the NDP, and even someone embed- 
ded at the Wildrose Alliance head- 
quarters, but there are no updates 
from the Green Party. I realize that 
the Green Party doesn't have any 
seats yet, but they are fielding 79 
candidates. It seems like a snub. 


8:20 p.m.: Tory Majority 
Already? 

CTV is already projecting a Tory ma- 
jority. With only 17 ridings report- 
ing, I don't see how that's possible. 
There are 83 ridings, so that means 
only 20 per cent of the ridings are 
on the board. Even Stelmach was a 
little taken aback by their haste: “If 
your poll numbers are right, you've 
certainly inspired me,” he says.

Dave Rutherford is having a bizarre 
discussion about Toronto bank- 
ers on CHED 630. Apparently, Bay 
Street types were having a hard time 
getting people to invest in the oil- 
sands during the royalty debate and 
election, because they feared a slow- 
down. Bay Street will have to think 
twice now “because Albertans have 
elected another stable government.” 
Is that what the Tory majority is 
about? In oil-producing states, a 
stable government generally means 
more investment and bigger eco 
nomic gains. A vote for the Tories 
is a vote for oil and for “prosperity.” 
Isn't that why so many people have 
moved to Alberta? Get your money 
now, then move away? Too bad glob- 
al warming is, you know, global. 


9:36 p.m.: Tories Gain Seats 
The Tories have officially passed 
the sweeping numbers Ralph Klein 
gained in the 1993 election—they’re 
elected or leading in 73 ridings. 
(That number will come down to 72, 
but still!) Everyone is surprised by 
the landslide. 

With only 11 seats in opposition 
hands, question period will be a joke. 
The spectre of more bills like TIL- 
MA (Trade, Investment and Labour 
Mobility Agreement) being pushed 
though the legislature without de- 
bate makes me feel queasy. 

What happened? Polls showed 
that voters were concerned about 
the environment, and the Liber- 
als gained the endorsement of the 
Conservation Voters of Alberta, not

But then I’m reminded of a con- 
versation | had with Laurie Blake- 
man over the weekend. The Liberal 
incumbent running in Edmonton 
Centre observed that every time the 
polls came out in favour of Ed Stel- 
mach, she would go out door-knock- 
ing that night and see people already 
losing enthusiasm for a change in 
government. Perhaps opposition 
voters thought the challenge of un- 
seating Steady Eddie was too great 

On the CBC, an e-mail from a 
viewer describes Albertans as “stu- 
pid.” But I don’t think Albertans are 
stupid. I think Albertans are greedy. 
At the doorsteps and in polls, maybe 
people wanted to appear as if they 
cared about the environment and a 
healthy democracy—but in the end 
they wanted more money.

CALL FOR HEALTH INVESTIGATION 


Residents of Fort Chipewyan and their 
supporters rallied at the legislature this past 


Saturday, protesting government inaction 
| onhealth issues downstream from the oil 
sands. 

Rally organizer George Poitras, a Fort 
Chipewyan resident and member of the 
Mikisew Cree First Nations, described the 

| gathering as an attempt to make the rest 
of Alberta aware of his community's health 
problems, but Mikisew Cree Elder Steve 
Courtoreille wants more. 
“We are not here just to be heard,” he told 
the gathering of about 200 people. “We 
want something done about this.” Since 
January 1, the community of 1200 people 
has buried three people who died of cancer, 
including his nephew Grant. 

Questions about the importance of the 

| small community to. the government were 
raised. “Why is it that | have to travel 800 

| kilometers to get my message heard?” Chief 

| Roxanne Marchel of the Mikisew Cree asked. 
Areport for the Nunee Health Board 

by Kevin Timoney found that levels of 

arsenic, mercury and polycyclic aromatic 

hydrocarbons were high and rising in the 

area. Mercury levels in the fish, which are 

consumed by local people, were a “serious 

concern,” with all pickerel, female whitefish 

and 90 per cent of male whitefish exceeding

The French presidential elections 
weren't a planned part of my Euro- 
pean vacation this year, but watching 
them take place was an extraordinary 
experience. What I observed stood in 
stark contrast to my election experi- 
ences here at home. 

| arrived in Paris one week before 
the first round of voting, which fea- 
tured a dozen hopefuls from all over 
the political spectrum vying for the 
presidency. What struck me imme- 
diately was the universal passion for 
politics. Whether I was at the top of 
the Eiffel Tower or spending an eve- 
ning in St, Germain, everyone was 
talking politics in France, Street-cor- 
ner gatherings for candidates drew 
crowds and lasted for hours. 

The night of the last televised 
speeches, I headed to Centre Pompi- 
dou, the hub of nightlife in my ad- 
opted French neighbourhood. The 
Centre has a huge open square on 
one side that was a great venue for 
magicians, fire-jugglers, and other 
buskers. The cafés surrounding the 
square were always packed. Not on 
this night. Like something out of a 
horror film, the square and the out- 
door cafés were almost completely 
deserted, except for a few nervous

The weekend of the election I was 
in Lyon, and my friends took me to 
a very smart restaurant.

What truly 
impressed me was that these were 
passionate debates, not name-call- 
ing or ridiculing. Since | wasn't vot- 
ing, no one tried to convert me, but 
everyone wanted to make sure that 
I understood what was going on. | 
did a lot of nodding and smiling as 
some of the intricacies were beyond 
me, but it was clear that this election 
really meant a lot to the majority of 
people. 

On election day, | accompanied my 
hosts to the polling station to see the 
process in action.

In Alberta's 2004 election, voter 
turnout ranged from a truly abysmal 
23 per cent in Fort McMurray to 65 
per cent in Edmonton-Riverview.

or cafés to await their country’s fate. 
The election results came in while 
I was on the train from Lyon to Paris. 
Evidently, my fellow passengers were 
Royal followers, and the announce- 
ment of Sarkozy's victory was met by 
a kind of sad silence. The announcer 
didn’t sound too chipper, either. Ar- 
riving at Gare d’Lyon, I found my 
route blocked by a heavy police pres- 
ence (the station is quite close to the 
Bastille) and apparently rioting had 
broken out. There was a whiff of tear 
gas in the air. For better or for worse,

Democracy doesn’t wait until 
someone we like shows up, nor does 
it wait until we have the time for 
it. Democracy sometimes requires 
compromise, and voting even if the 
political candidates are not exactly 
what you'd like. Alberta isn’t France, 
but we could learn a lot from their 


example. 








and India. 

Accepting that most democracies have 
PR systems and observing how well most 
democracies operate and how distorted and 
unfair our system is, why don’t we change? 

Well, we have tried in BC, PEI and Ontario 
with referenda that have required an unusu- 
ally high threshold for passage of 60%. In 
BC, where the referendum was only 2 per 
cent shy of this unusual target and passed all 
other criteria, the Campbell government has 
promised another at the next provincial elec- 
tion with a much clearer choice. 

This, combined with a well-organized 
campaign of public education, will win the 
next BC referendum and start the dominoes 
of electoral injustice toppling across this fine 
country. And that has been the weakness of 
the PR attempts in the other two provinces, 
poor communication with the voting public. 
Why so? Because it is not in the interests of 
those in power to change a system that will 
ensure that they might never again wield 
anywhere near that same level of power. 

The other contention is how the media 
reacts to “newcomers” or newly aspiring 
parties. Credibility is conferred by the media 
along with that nebulus concept, charisma. 
You guys withhold conferring these qualities 
until you are sure that your readers will agree 
with you. 

When Ralph Klein acted like the tough 
man and made economic cuts across the 
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board back in the early 90's, when he told 
those despicable easterners that they could 
freeze in the dark, and so many other red- 
neck statements that were so popular with 
the stampede crowd, you declared him char- 
ismatic. 

Regarding credibility, the media again con- 
fers it when they are sure their readership will 
concur. But absolute credibility is as much an 
impossibility now as it has always been; no 
democracy is perfect and never has been - 
which bring this back full circle. 

An FPTP system most often gives a dis- 
proportional majority to a party that has 
not achieved anywhere near the same level 
of the popular vote. This has been the case 
throughout most of the conservative years in 
Alberta and has allowed them to run rough- 
shod over the artificially weakened opposi- 
tion. 

We saw the same thing occur with the 
Mulroney government that took us into NAF- 
TA against the wishes of the majority of Ca- 
nadians. And there are numerous examples 
of parties within Canada becoming the ruling 
elite while achieving less actual votes than 
their opposition counterparts. Many more 
political distortions have happened and will 
continue and a PR system will not be per- 
fect—but it will be considerably fairer, noe 
just and democratic. 

The Greens will eventually break these 
barriers, get at least the one seat that will 


allow us to see our leader on television with 
the others and be regarded as electable. Ina 
truly proportional representation system we 
wouid be there already, just like the rest of 
the civilized world has been for decades.

Who Needs 
Local Bookstores? 


BOOK LOVERS DO—BUT ARE 
INDIE SHOPS DOING ENOUGH TO 
WEATHER BIG-BOX AND ONLINE 





Last week, Edmonton bookselling 
scion Laurie Greenwood announced 
that her much-loved local bookstore, 
Laurie Greenwood’s Volume I], will 
be closing at the end of April. 

. Though she said the closure is due 
to the day-to-day stress of running 
a small business, you'd be forgiven 
for assuming it might have had at 
least a little something to do with 
money. The drawn-out death throes 
of the mom-and-pop bookstore is old 
news, and book lovers tend to greet 
each new door-closing with a certain 
weary resignation. Greenwood’s an- 
nouncement comes just a few weeks 
after The Book Room in Halifax (the 
oldest bookstore in Canada, founded 
in 1839) shut its doors. 

In fact, according to Susan Dayus, 
executive director of the Canadian 
Booksellers Association, about 350 
of the Association’s member stores 
have closed since 2001. (It's impor- 
tant to note that that number doesn't 
include new stores opened, which 
Dayus says offsets the losses, though 
only slightly.) The trend isn’t just 
Canadian; if anything, we're not do- 
ing too badly. A 2006 story in New 
York alt-weekly The Village Voice 


cited figures that should strike fear 
in the hearts of any bookworm: in 
1991, the American Booksellers As- 
sociation had 5,200 member stores. 
In 2005, there were 1,702. 

So it seems pertinent to ask: does 
the bookstore as we know it have a 
future? Big-box retailers like Chap- 
ters have been cutting into the in- 
dies’ business for years—and with 
the increasing popularity of online 
retail and its promise of unrivaled 
selection and a limitless well of opin- 
ions and recommendations, does the 
little shop on the corner even matter 
anymore? 


Why It Matters 
Talking with publishers, booksellers, 
and industry types, the answer is the 
same across the board: of course it 
does, what are you talking about? 
The same reasons are cited by all— 
indies stock more stuff from small 
and regional publishers, they stock 
cult authors whose work can't be 
found elsewhere, and they host read- 
ings and other events, making a local 
literary culture possible 

“Not only are they important for 
carrying our books, but they're huge 
for author events,” says Tiffany Re- 
gaudie, marketing coordinator at 
€dmonton-based NeWest Press. “It's 
just a matter of calling up Sharon 
from Audrey's and asking, “Would 
you like to have an event?’ There's 


no sort of corporate screening pri 
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cess.” 

That corporate screening process, 
Regaudie says, extends to the books 
on offer as well 

“At Chapters, publishers pretty 
much pay for their book display,” 
Regaudie says. “You can pay for 
your book to be displayed a certain 
way, and for publishers like us who 
don't have that money, our books are 
shelved in the back.” 

“A lot of the time, books are com- 
pletely overlooked by the chains, 
especially if you're a very small 
publisher,” concurs Laura Repas, 
marketing and publicity manager at 
Toronto's House of Anansi Press, 
a medium-sized publisher of liter- 
ary fiction and poetry whose roster 
includes such heavyweights as Mar- 
garet Atwood and Noam Chomsky. 
“Across the country there are local 
bookstores I have contacts at that I 
feel I can count on for events... You 


can call up Laurie Greenwood and 
just talk with her and know what's 
going on.” 

(One thing I can’t help but notice 
when calling up publishers, even 
in faraway Toronto, is that they all 
seem to be on a first-name basis 
with the personalities at our local 
indie stores—it’s a charmingly cozy 
world.) 

It isn’t just traditionalists who are 
taking a position in defence of the 
bookstore, either. Even those on the 
vanguard of DIY and web publishing 
don’t believe that the web can effec- 
tively replace bricks and mortar—at 
least not without losing something 
vital in the process. 

Jim Munroe is a Toronto based sci- 
ence fiction author whose debut nov- 
el, Flyboy Action Figure Comes With 
Gas Mask, was published by Harper- 
Collins in 1999. The book was a cult 
success and sold pretty well, but the 


experience of working with a major 
publisher was so antithetical to his 
DIY ethos that he opted to found 
his own imprint, No Media Kings 
and release all his subsequent books 
that way. He's experimented with 
online sales as well, selling his nove! 
Angry Young Spaceman directly via 
his website. He's also released two 
e-books—yet he too thinks the web 
is no replacement for the bookstore 
That is, a good bookstore. 

“1 think the niche indie book- 
stores have is in catering to a select 
sensibility,” he says. “I think if they 
spotlight what they consider to be 
the best, most interesting stuff and 
see themselves as curators rather 
than cashiers, they will be providing 
a service people will be loyal to. [f 
they're just a smaller version of the 
big-box stores, it’s harder to imagine 
they'll stay in business, and harder 


to care.... As far as Internet retail-

On The Other Hand 

Munroe’s words—“curators rather 
than cashiers”—ring in my ears when 
| pay a visit to some of Edmonton's 
indie bookstores. If the argument for 
indie bookstores is that their stock 
is eclectic and exciting, and that 
they serve as the kind of community 
gathering places that foster a literary 
culture, I’m not sure our local indies 
are up to par. 

Though they have more small 
press and regional writing on the 
shelves, and they’re unquestionably 
staffed by people who love to read, 
they can hardly be described as un- 
usual or quirky. As recently as last 
week, the new release displays were 
stocked full of Stephen King, John 
Grisham, and Globe and Mail best- 
sellers. There are few things here 
that can’t be found elsewhere, and 
though some people make a special 
effort to buy from the indies, few 
readers have to do so in order to find 

hat they want. 

“There's little obvious difference, 
it seems to me, between these stores 

ind Chapters,” says Keitrina Pet- 

ican, manager of Wee Book Inn (a 

econdhand bookstore) on Whyte 

venue. When asked if the local 
rst-run indie bookshops are doing 





enough to stay relevant, she offers, 
“I don’t really think so. I haven't 
seen anything really specific.” (If 
anything, secondhand retailers, with 
their highly eclectic selection and 
book-loving staff, seem to have the 
obvious advantage when competing 
with the corporate behemoths—most 
of them feel comfortably lived-in, 
unique, with a selection of books and 
curiosities unlikely to be found any- 
where else.) 

“Tt's hard to reach people who aren't 
diehard book lovers,” admits Steve 
Budnarchuk, co-owner of Audrey's 
on Jasper Avenue. “It’s hard to do 
so without doing lots of advertising, 
though the Internet is making that 
easier. We have a chance to expose 
new people to the bookstore experi- 
ence, but it's a slow, one-at-a-time 
acquisition of new readers.” 

Gail Greenwood of Greenwoods 
is more blunt when asked if the in- 
dies are competitive. “Absolutely,” 
she says. “And notwithstanding that 
Laurie is closing... It's a fact of life 
that web shopping is huge, and of 
course it’s had an impact. But for the, 
I don’t want to say ‘real’ book lovers, 
but for book people who like to spend 
money on books, they can be more 
discerning about picking up a book 
[in person], perusing, and making 
that choice.” 

Pettican doesn’t much like that line 
of argument, hinting that she finds 
certain stores in town a little too up-

snobs offensive,” she says. “If I go in 
some place and they’re like, ‘Oh well, 
we only carry such and such,’ I'm 
like, ‘Good for you.” 

“God forbid that should ever be 
our image,” counters Budnarchuk at 
Audrey's. “We're different and we try 
to be different... but that’s certainly 


not our attitude,” 


Mission Impossible? 

So indie bookstores beat the big-box 
stores because they carry local and 
up-and-coming writers, not to men- 
tion niche genres like poetry, in larg- 
er quantities than the chains. They 
also let books hang around the store 
for longer, and end up shipping fewer 
unsold books back to publishers. 

And they beat online selling be- 
cause they're real places, staffed by 
real people, where authors, artists, 
and book lovers can meet and form a 
real community, rather than a nebu- 
lous collection of online readers who 
will never meet in real life. 

But if indie bookstores are banking 
on readings and small-press books 
with limited readership to differenti- 
ate themselves from the rest of the 
bookselling world, it doesn’t bode 
well for the profit margins necessary 
to keep these stores, and the literary 
culture they foster, alive. 

Working at a major independent 
bookstore in Calgary a few years 
ago, | got a first-hand glimpse of the 


size of the lit community—they were 
a devoted group maybe a few hun- 
dred strong who came out in force 
to support their own, but the store's 
readings and events didn't often ap- 
peal to a broader audience. Not that 
they need to, necessarily—art can't 
be judged on popularity—but there's 
an obvious problem here. To survive, 
the logic goes, indies have to position 
themselves as offering something 
But 
they can't be so different that they'll 


that other booksellers can't 


alienate mainstream shoppers. The 
balance seems hard, if not impos- 
sible, to strike, and maybe it isn’t fair 
to fault booksellers for not getting it 
quite right yet. 

And there may be good news afoot. 
Dayus says that bookstore closings 
have slowed down in the past few 
years, as the market has adjusted 
after the first wave of big-box book 
retail, 

“A lot were lost at that time,” 
she says. “Bookstores have such a 
small profit margin that when they 
were faced with that competition 
they closed... Now the new stores 
that open have real plans, and they've 
done a business plan and a market- 
ing plan and maybe decide they're 
going to be a niche sort of book- 
store, they’re not trying to be every- 
thing to everybody all the time. The 
stores that have been around a long 
time, they said, ‘Okay, what can I do 
that's better than what I'm doing, 









how can I be more customer-focused, 
how can I reach out to the schools 
and the community centres?’” 

If anything will save the indie 
bookstore, it'll likely be that kind of 
attention on community, something 
that the web, for all its unique advan 
tages, can't replicate 

“Bookstores reflect our culture,’ 
says Erin Kobayashi, books editor at 
Broken Pencil, a literary magazine 
aimed at the 18-35 demographic 
(If Canada has a McSweeney's, Bro- 
ken Pencil is probably it.) “Not just 
what books they sell, but by simply 
existing... | think any opportunity 
to step away from electronics is 
beneficial and healthy. What we all 
love about online bookstores is the 
convenience of not having to get 
up and go anywhere, but I find the 
practice of reading already so pri- 
vate that purchasing online is mak- 
ing reading an even more isolating 
experience.” 

Kobayashi has a simple prescrip- 
tion for bookstore success too. 

“Indie bookstores need to continue 
to be wonderful treasures,” she says, 
“carrying unusual titles, promoting 
quirky authors, having local read- 
ings and signings, using their walls 
to support art, to stay significant. 
I think we're not just buying books 
at these stores, but supporting and 
celebrating culture, beauty, and dif- 
ference.” 

Will that be enough?

Not Without My Maki 


AVISIT TO THE MIKADO’'S 
SOUTH EDMONTON COMMON 
LOCATION PROVES FRUITFUL, 
BUT NOT QUITE FILLING 





THE MIKADO 
1903-98 St., 432-4500 





To me, South Edmonton Common 
exemplifies not just what's worst 
about Edmonton, but what's wrong 
with Western civilization in general. 
It's a joyless, humanity-free com- 
mercial zone that reduces everyone 
who enters to the sum of what they 
consume, a featureless, fossil fuel- 
intensive mockery of the notion 
that people can live in harmony with 
their natural surroundings, and most 
likely a blight on future generations 
who will have to figure out a use for 
the ghastly post-capitalist mauso- 
leum it’s destined to become. 

Now who wants to go grab a bite? 

The Mikado, the longest-standing 
fixture on Edmonton's Japanese food 
scene, has opened a satellite of their 
downtown location among the fac- 
tory retail outlets and big-box stores 
of South Edmonton—and it’s really 
an oasis, given the preponderance of 
chain restaurants you'd otherwise be 
forced to pick from. 

In tune with its surroundings, 
there’s something a little overdone 
about the restaurant's interior, from 
the whispering waterfall that tumbles 
from the high ceiling at the entrance 
to the kitschy gewgaws—like mini- 
sculptures of the words “friends” and 
“love”—juxtaposed with the subdued 
lighting and immense paper lanterns 
hanging overhead. All the same, the 
booths are pretty comfortable and 
the service is fawning in the best su- 
shi-restaurant sense of the word. 

The Mikado boasts a _ rather 
sprawling menu, so much so that 
they've bumped all the sushi to a 
tabletop card that my co-diner and 
I briefly consulted before deciding 
on a couple of pieces each of salmon 
and tuna ($1.95 a piece), the bare 
minimum order at any sushi sitting. 
My co-diner loves a rainbow roll 
($14.95), the inside-out maki sensa- 
tion with stripes of raw fish, cooked 
shrimp and avocado wrapped around 
rice and something in the centre—in 
my experience, it's usually tempura 
flecks and roe. We also required 
some edamame and spinach, which 


the Mikado has conveniently pack- 
aged into a single side dish priced at 
just $4.95. 

The green things were the first to 
arrive, and a most attractive entrance 
they made. The soy bean pods sat on 
one side of a graceful white rectangle 
of ceramic, balanced on the other 
side by three tidily compacted cubes 
of deep green steamed spinach fleck- 
ed with sesame seeds and arranged 
ona scribble of black sesame paste. 

The order came with an origami 
basket folded from a magazine page 
for discarding the edamame shells. 
They were served cold and unsea- 
soned, which I suppose was healthy, 
but the mouthfuls of spinach were 
warm and complemented by the 
slightly sweet, mealy sesame paste. 

The pieces of sushi seemed up to 
standards, both portion- and fresh- 
ness-wise, with an appropriate seam 
of wasabi under the fish to tantalize 
the nostrils without inducing a burst 
of tears. We were initially pleased that 
the multihued rainbow roll, served 
single-file on a lovely long dish with 
white pickled ginger, wasn't filled 
with little tempura bits, but weren't 
sold on the Mikado’s substitution of 
crabstick, the pink textured-pollock 
tube imbued with essence of crab: 
that's used in California rolls. Here 
the cloying concentrated crab fla- 
vour tended to overshadow the more 
delicate tastes of salmon, tuna, yel- 
lowtail, and ebi. 

Generous though it was, the rain- 
bow roll was suddenly gone (and so 
was our menu) and we were still hun- 
gry. We hunted down another menu

and decided on a couple of appetizers 
to top us up, our imaginations caught 
by the kamikaze cocktail ($6.95), a 
house specialty preparation of spicy 
tuna, and the barbecued vegetables 
($5.95). 

The question of how to approach 
the kamikaze cocktail puzzled us 
somewhat. The dish held a mound 
of chopped raw tuna mixed wit 
chili peppers and sesame seeds, then 
topped with a roughly equal quan 
tity of sliced red onions with a few 
green onions on top. Should we as 
for crackers or something? That 
seemed gauche, so we just tweezed 
at it with our chopsticks until it was 





gone. Mouth-burning as promised 
offset by the creaminess of the tuna, 
but somehow incomplete despite the 
presence of way more raw onions 
than any two people could ever eat at 
a single sitting. 

The barbecued vegetables, it turned 
out, were nice to look at, but not 
much of a solution to hunger: three 
skewers with two rounds of zucchini 
with black crosshatching, a sliver or 
two each of onion and red pepper, 
and one slice of mushroom each, 
on a bed of shredded white cabbage, 
drizzled with a sesame-based sauce 
It took less time to eat than it took 
to describe. 

With a drink each and tip, our bill 
came to almost $70, which made us 
wonder if we couldn't have worked 
the menu a bit more shrewdly and 
ended up more sated. Either way i! 
doesn’t matter=I’m happy to no) 
visit South Edmonton Common any 
more than I strictly have to.

Something Borrowed, Something New

You wouldn't think a musician who 
values originality above all else would 
play something as commonplace as a 
six-string acoustic guitar. Talk about 
predictable—it's probably the most 
ubiquitous instrument in the world. 

“Yeah, I'm a_ singer/songwriter 
with an acoustic guitar, but | don't 
see myself that way, and I never 
want to see myself that way,” says 
Cape Town-raised, London-based 
songwriter Yoav. “Not that there's 
anything wrong with that—there are 
some amazing confessional singer/ 
songwriters—but the visionaries like 
Beck or Bjérk have always been more 
interesting.” 

Yoav needn’t worry about being 
confused with your average acoustic 
folkie. His debut album, Charmed 
and Strange, takes two genres that 
couldn't possibly be more different— 
acoustic pop and dance music—and 
mashes them together in a way that 
seems completely organic and appo- 
site. It’s not wholly original, of course. 
What is? Yoav’s touchstones—Un- 
derworld, Portishead, Jeff Buckley— 
are obvious. And the vibe won't be 
unfamiliar to anyone who's been to a 
dance club (or, especially, a post-rave 
chillout) since the early 90s. But the 
end result is nothing if not unique. 
It’s got the hazy, drugged-out quality 
of club music, and a songwriter's in- 
stinct for storytelling. 

Yoav first started playing when mu- 
sic when he was 12, on a beat-up gui- 
tar he inherited from his older broth-

er. Since his parents disapproved of 
pop music, he used to practice at 
night, after they were asleep, at the 
other end of the house. “It was my 
first rebellion,” he says. 

After moving to London and then 
New York, Yoav fell hard into the club 
scene, but his instrument of choice 
was ill-suited to playing the music he 
listened to. He struggled for a way to 
reconcile his talents with his tastes, 
and he has a well-worn, almost-too- 
good-to-be-true anecdote about the 
moment he realized how he could do 


it: he was playing his guitar in New 
York's Central Park one day a few 
years ago when he suddenly found 
himself with an audience. “I was 
picking away at the guitar, and bang- 
ing out some beats on it. And there 
was a crowd, it must have been some 
sort of school thing, eight or nine 
kids, and they started dancing around 
me, just going crazy for the rhythms, 
and it felt like I was controlling the 
crowd, making different sounds, and 
the beat was evolving, making them 
go more and more crazy, and it made 


me feel that thing, that I’d always 
wanted to DJ but I always was a gui- 
tar player. And here I was DJing with 
the guitar. It was transformative.” 
(It’s probably important to note that 
Yoav was high on mushrooms at the 
time, which may have contributed to 
the transformative power of the ex- 
perience. ) 

After he found his new sound, suc- 
cess came relatively quickly. Upon 
moving back to London, the buzz 
built fast. He toured North America 
opening for Tori Amos last year, and 





now he’s about to drop Charmed and 
Strange. 

“I never fit in when I was young 
er and music was sort of an escape 
from that,” he says. “And now even 
within the music world, I don’t fit 
in with any scene that’s happening 
musically, I’m not an indie band or 
a typical singer/songwriter, I don't 
fit any of the boxes... I was always 
an outsider, and now I’m an outsider 
even though I’m in it. I'm pleased 
about that. It was always important

ROCK CRITIC CARL WILSON 
EXPOSES HIMSELF TO TOXIC 
LEVELS OF CELINE DION IN

LET'S TALK ABOUT LOVE: A JOURNEY TO THE END 
OF TASTE 
By Carl Wilson. Continuum Books. 164 pp. $11.95 





One of my favourite scenes in Let’s 
Talk About Love: A Journey to the 
End of Taste—a book-length analy- 
sis of the mysterious appeal (myste- 
rious to rock critics, anyway) of the 
multimillion-selling album by Céline 
Dion—comes near the end, when au- 
thor Carl Wilson describes the dif- 
ficult process of actually bringing 
himself to play the damn thing on 
his home stereo. 

He lives in a very poorly sound- 
proofed building, you see, which 
means that whenever his neighbours 
have sex or argue or play techno, he 
hears it. “And I know they hear me,” 
he writes. “It turns out that I am 
not so bothered by having strangers 
hear me have sex, compared to how 
embarrassed | am at having them 
hear me play Let’s Talk About Love 
over and over.... It took months 
before I could bring myself to play 
it at full volume, rather than through 
headphones or some other subter- 
fuge.” 

What is it about Céline Dion 
that provokes such an immediate, 
visceral reaction among music 
snobs? Is it something inherent 
in the quality of her voice—which, 
after all, is far more technically ac- 
complished than those of most 

of the singers rock critics like to 
champion? Is it the unrestrained 
emotion she brings to bear on all 
her vocal performances? (But what's 
wrong with unrestrained emotion?) 
Is it a question of “authenticity”— 
that Céline sounds fake and Vegas-y 
where other artists sound “honest”? 
(On the other hand, no one’s more 
“Vegas-y” than Frank Sinatra, and 
everybody thinks he's great!) 

Or is it a matter of cultural asso- 
ciations that have nothing to do with 
music? Is the problem that Céline 
tends to be popular with grandmoth- 
ers, Wal-Mart shoppers, people with 
cat posters in their cubicles, people 
with at most maybe 20 albums in 
their entire record collection... the 
very type of terminally uncool peo- 
ple whom hipsters want absolutely 
nothing to do with, even in an ironic 
way? 

Wilson tries all of those explana- 
tions on for size during the course 
of his book—and a few more for 
good measure. As a Canadian critic 
(he used to write for the Montreal 
alt-weekly Hour), Wilson also does 
a sensitive, insightful job of plac- 
ing Céline in her proper cultural 


~ context within Quebec's fascinating 
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pop-music tradition. He offers a few 
thoughts on the long and surpris- 
ingly durable American tradition of 
“schmaltz” music, and interviews a 
few Céline fans to get their thoughts 
on her appeal. He pines to hear the 
“lost” studio sessions Céline record 
ed with producer Phil Spector. He 
ponders Céline's bizarrely emotional 
post-Katrina interview on Larry 
King Live (“Let them touch those 
things!”), and he even sheds a tear 
at Céline’s blockbuster show in Las 
Vegas. (He'd recently broken up with 
his girlfriend, so he was in a vulner- 
able frame of mind.) 

And, of course, he listens repeat- 
edly to Let’s Talk About Love, even 
the tracks produced by David Fos- 
ter. Remember: this is the disc with 
“My Heart Will Go On” on it. You 
can't say Wilson didn’t suffer for his 
art 

Damn! There | go again with the 
snide remarks! Why is it so hard for 
us professional music writers to talk 
about Céline without insulting her, 
without going out of our way to in- 
sulate ourselves from her music, lest 
we be confused with one of those 
no-taste, tone-deaf record-buyers 
who've committed the capital crime 
of actually liking her? 

That's part of what's so admirable 
about Wilson’s book. While he ac- 
knowledges his own instinctive dis- 
like for Céline’s sentimental music 
and while he dutifully cites several 
hilarious examples of Céline-bash- 
ing in pop culture (I particularly 
like the joke about the Céline Dion 
sex doll being taken off the market 
because it sucked too hard), he scru- 
pulously avoids taking cheap shots at

her or her fans. And he doesn’t take 
the irony escape hatch, either. No, 
Wilson genuinely wants to get to the 
bottom of why people have the tastes 
they do, and why differences in taste 
can provoke such a violent reaction. 
He reads everyone from Kant to 
Céline message boards for insight, 
and he even tries to locate his own 
inner Céline fan. 

I won't say whether he finds it, 
but I can say that after reading A 
Journey to the End of Taste—ku- 
dos to Wilson, by the way, for the 
Louis-Ferdinand Céline allusion in 
the title-I'll never look at Céline 
the same way again. But dod plan on 
playing her albums in my apartment,

Maigan Van der Giessen, 28-year-old 
single mother, U of A poli-sci major, 
and rapper, is unsurprisingly pressed 
forstime. What is surprising is that 
when I try to call her for an inter- 
view, I reach her on only my second 
attempt. (The first-time I called, she 
was shopping with her daughter. 
This time, she’s at her daughter's 
daycare, but she finds a quiet space 
and we're able to chat for a few min- 
utes.) 

For the past four years, Van der 
Giessen has been better known to 
Edmonton scenesters as Soular 
Warrior, one of the few women in 
the local rap scene, as part of local 
hip-hop collective Eshod Ibn Wyza. 
With Eshod winding down ("We're 
all going in different directions,” she

says), she’s prepping her first solo 
album, Tzadeka, for release. 

Tzadeka is the most unusual hip- 
hop record I’ve heard from an Al- 
berta artist (excepting Eshod’s own 
work). Tzadeka is a bit of a mind- 
bender, replete with aggressively 
political lyrics, instrumentation that 
ranges from free jazz to pop to ambi- 





ent, and seriously spacy beats. 

“This project is an accumulation 
of stuff I never got to try being in 
a group with those other guys, and 
going in a new direction for myself,” 
Van der Giessen says. “My producer 
Marek [Czuba, otherwise known as 
€shod’s Madame Wang] is a really 
interesting musical talent. He con- 
cocts these outrageous beats—his 
influence is almost entirely experi- 
mental. He comes from a really off- 
the-wall place, and we try to meet 
in the middle. I don’t know if 1 push 
him as much, but he really pushes 
me to my extremes, and wants me to 
yell and be scary.” 

Tzadeka so completely eschews 
any of the trappings of mainstream 
hip-hop, though, that it can’t all be 
from the production side. Van der 
Giessens's rhymes arent't exactly 
radio-friendly either. “What do I 
like about the mainstream hip-hop 
sound?” Van der Giessen says. “I 
don’t know if I like that much. When 
I talk to people about artists that | 
like, I always end up talking about 
people that either aren’t making mu- 
sic anymore or who nobody knows 


about.... | don’t like the fronting 
gangsta routine. I think about being 
a single mom, and being poor, and 
being a student, and being fired up 
about politics... and I don’t feel con- 
fined by hip-hop. If I were listing my 
favourite bands, it'd be NoMeansNo 
rather than, | don’t know, Jay-Z or 
something.” 

As one of the few women in Ed- 
monton hip-hop, Van der Giessen 
says she doesn't feel like a big part of 
that scene, which she says is “kind 
of inhospitable” to women anyway. 
(The same thought occurred to us 
at SEE a few months ago, when we 
conducted a poll of local musical 
personalities for our “Best Band” 
issue, Few of the people polled, and 
even fewer of the people nominated, 
were women. In fact, it was difficult 
to think of more than a few examples 
of notable women in local music.) 

“People certainly aren’t hating 
on women in the Edmonton music 
scene, but I think about one of my 
old band members, and he's up to 
release his second solo album in the 
same amount of time I've released 
one, and part of me is really jealous. 


You know, he's not in school and a 
single mother, la-di-da-di-da.... May 
be there are more opportunities ou 
there for men. I don’t know why that 
would be, but I do know lots of great 
women musicians in the city who 
don’t play nearly as much as men.” 

Hopefully Van der Giessen will 
manage to keep her music career 
alive—Tzadeka is a singular record 
and though she’s obviously too busy 
to do the traditional thing and tour 
it, it'd be too bad if there isn’t an 
other. Especially given whats she 
says about her future musical plans 
“I feel like I went down a notch and 
was just a vocalist these past four 
years, and now I|’m taking mandolin 
lessons again. I need to get back into 
it and play music and be an instru- 
mentalist.” 

Hip-hop mandolin? How does that 
work? 

“I don't know,” she laughs. “I'm 
gonna find a way. I tend to finger- 
pick my mandolin and play it as a 
bass. Everyone thinks I’m crazy 
Who knows? It'll be non-tradition- 
al.”

Very few American or Canadian 
films tell you much about how the 
world works, You could spend an 
entire year in the neighbourhood 
multiplex, and come out 12 months 
later with almost no concept of how 
people make a living, the duties that 
working at a particular job entails, 
how the political system operates, 
how laws are enforced, how any piece 
of machinery is put together, how to 
build something, how to make love, 
how babies are born. Maybe you 
could go to the movies and learn how

to dance or fire a gun, but the kind 
of movies with dancers and assassins 
as heroes tend to be edited so chaoti- 
cally that they don’t wind up being 
very educational. 

Perhaps one of the reasons that 
some of the recent films coming out 
of Romania—in particular 2006's 
The Death of Mr. Lazarescu and the 
new drama 4 Months, 3 Weeks and 
2 Days—have gotten such enormous 
critical acclaim is their refreshing fo- 
cus on process. 

These are very patient movies, 
movies that take the time to show you 
every grim, tedious step of a compli- 
cated bureaucratic procedure (get- 
ting admitted to a hospital in Laza- 
rescu, procuring an illegal abortion 
in 4 Months): making appointments, 
having to find somewhere else to go 
when the original appointment falls 
through, filling out paperwork, beg- 
ging favours from petty authority fig- 


ures—some of them merely obstrep- 
erous, others downright malevolent 
Your reward for sitting through all 
this is, I think, a deeper understand 
ing of the mechanics of repression. 
Repression and bureaucracy aren't 
abstract ideas in these Romanian 
films; they’re concepts as real and 
tangible as a dingy hotel room or a 
hospital admittance form. 

The films, which consist largely of 
long, unbroken takes and employ a 
naturalistic, understated acting style, 
have the flatness of a documentary, 
ut the emotional impact of great 
drama. They're banal yet gripping 





n 4 Months, for instance, the stakes 
of the story are so high that a long 
scene involving nothing more than a 
woman trying to book a hotel room 
from a suspicious concierge becomes 
as excruciatingly suspenseful as the 
dentist-drill scene from Marathon 
Man.

And then of course, we're asked 
the obvious follow-up: “What does a 
chicken need to be happy?” 

If questions like these strike you 
as, at best, irrelevant to kitchen 
work, How to Cook Your Life prob- 
ably isn’t for you. 

This slow, meditative documen- 
tary about chef/Zen master Edward 
Brown, who teaches and cooks at 
San Francisco's Tassajara Zen Cen- 
ter, is suffused with questions and 
unusual observations like those, and 
while the answers are sometimes 
cheeky (What does a chicken need 
to be happy? “A rooster!”), they are, 
more often than not, a mix of Zen 
platitudes and metaphorical apho-

risms. 

Brown's beatific face lights up the 
whole film, but director Doris Dor- 
rie doesn't look to him as some kind 
of enlightened Buddhist master 
with infinite wisdom and patience. 
Though he does seem to be a preter- 
naturally calm guy, we get a sense of 
how difficult and fraught his jour- 
ney to inner peace has been, both 
through his own stories about his 
younger life, and through footage 
of his infrequent—and therefore all 


the more surprising—emotional out- 
bursts. (He gets pissed off in a very 
un-Zen manner when someone for- 
gets if they salted a dish, and tears up 
as he reminisces about the beauty of 
some old teapots.) Overall, though, 
he’s such genial guy that I wanted to 
know more about him, and how he 
got that way. A little more biographi- 
cal sketching-in would have been 
nice. 

The most surprising thing about 
How to Cook Your Life is how it 
mostly avoids falling into superfici- 
ality. After all, a documentary about 
Zen gourmands in California sounds 
like the ultimate trip into New Age 
navel-gazing. But whether Dorrie 
is interviewing Brown, a dump- 
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ster diver, an organic farmer, or the 
homeless men fed by the Tassajara 
Center, everyone comes off as genu 
ine and thoughtful about why they 
live the way they do. There are oc 
casional lapses into cliché, especially 
when we get around to talking abou! 
the fast pace of modern life and the 
alienation wrought by technologic 
society and our disconnect from the 
means of production. 

But Brown's hypotheses, familia’ 
or not, are unsettling to conten!

delightful backstory: in 1969, when 
producer Jerry Levitan was 14 years 
old, he sneaked into John Lennon's 
Toronto hotel room with a reel-to- 
reel tape recorder and managed 
to score a brief interview with the 
former Beatle before security asked 
him to leave. Lennon's earnest, oc- 


casionally fuzzy-headed observa- 
tions about politics, music, and non- 
violent protests provide the film's 
soundtrack, which Raskin visualizes 
by means of some witty, amazingly 
fluid ink drawings that recall Yellow 
Submarine, ‘60s op art, and the kind 
of formal illustrations you normally 
find in dictionaries and 19th-century 
newspapers.

perate for work in a Britain on the 
cusp of World War II, she bites back 
her pride and weasels her way into 
a position as social secretary for 
American actress Delysia Lafosse 
(Amy Adams), a Carole Lombard 
type whose philosophy of life is the 
complete opposite of Pettigrew's ng 
orously correct outlook. 

The entire situation is an affront 
to Pettigrew’s stern moral sensibili- 
ties—there’s a man in Delysia’s bed, 
another one coming up the stairs, 
and still another one to be reck- 
oned with at a later date. Delysia is 
a kept woman with a series of lov- 
ers she plays off as she attempts to 
make her name in the theatre world. 
Somehow, in just a few minutes, Pet- 
tigrew manages not only to fend off 
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Delysia’s many ardent suitors, but 
also insert some order in her life—for 
which the spinny actress is gushing- 
ly grateful. Soon Miss Pettigrew gets 
a beautiful-people makeover, and is 
pulled into a convoluted series of 
screwball events in a 24-hour period 
that completely changes her life. 

Based on a long-forgotten 1939 
novel by Winifred Watson, Miss Pet- 
tigrew Lives for a Day is a riff of sorts 
on My Man Godfrey—poor servant 
changes the life of flaky employer. 
As completely predictable as it is ut- 
terly charming, the movie unabash- 
edly runs down a checklist of Golden 
Age Hollywood clichés: slimy night- 
club owners, dashing-yet-poor musi- 
cians, venomous high society ladies, 
caddish rich kids, true love conquers 
all. The sets are almost all luxurious 
flats, fashion shows, and high end 
lingerie shops, the dialogue is out of 
Noel Coward or Sidney Gilliat, and 
songs by Cole Porter, Johnny Mer- 
cer, and Yip Harburg are scattered 
throughout the soundtrack. 

It would be easy to write off Miss 


Pettigrew Lives for a Day as a frothy, _ 


inconsequential trifle—and in a 
sense it is—but upon closer exami- 
nation, the film’s underpinnings are 
a bit more serious. When Pettigrew 
alludes to her own lost life opportu- 
nities, or bemusedly reflects on her 
sudden appearance in the midst of 
a crowd of spoiled and callow rich 


folks, her somewhat stodgy and rig- 


orous persona is thrown into sharp 
relief—as in a scene where guests at 
one of Delysia’s parties excitedly run 
out to watch bombers flying slowly 
over the city. Meanwhile, Pettigrew 
and fashion designer Joe (Ciaran 
Hinds)—the two oldest characters— 
sit silently together until Pettigrew 
turns and says, “They don't remem- 
ber the last one.” 


McDormand and Adams bounce 


very nicely off each other—there's a 
real warmth that develops between 
them, moreso than with any of the 
male actors, with the possible excep- 
tion of Hinds, as aman who sees past 
Pettigrew's plainness. Everyone else 
plays to type, with no surprises—but 
again, this is the type of film whose 
pleasure lies not in plot twists, but 
in- watching everything unfold pre- 
cisely as it should

Man take place in reverse chrono- 
logical order. In honour of that 
fact, SEE decided it would be fit- 





ting to have our preview of the 
play unfold the same way, start- 
ing-with the final paragraph and 
going steadily backwards, all the 
way back to the first one. Will the 
result be clever or merely unread- 
able? You be the judge! 


“JT just want to do justice to this play 
The December Man, which is about 
something so much larger than these 
particular events,” concludes actor 
Jeff Irving. “It's about how violence 
has permeated our society in a major 
way—how it's not just countries fight- 
ing countries anymore but people 


killing people in previously peaceful 


communities. And I love the way the 
play pushes backwards into the past, 
toward the massacre at the Ecole 
Polytechnique. It’s the saddest thing 
in the world—it shows the promise 
there could have been in this family 
and my character Jean, so it's this sad 
push backwards in time all the way 
to hope.” 

Contrary to how he's just described 
Jean, Irving has no problem joking 
about his own flaws. “Before our 
first rehearsal,” he says, “I'd read the 
script a bunch of times and did my 
research and I thought I’d coloured 


my Jean in so nicely with all my pen 
cil crayons. And then | walked in and 
Brian Dooley and Nicola Lipman, 
these amazing Canadian icons, had 
painted their characters with this full 
palette of colours! It was very hum- 
bling.” 

As you can imagine from that de- 
scription he’s just given you, The 
December Man presents Irving with 
two big acting challenges: having to 
build a coherent character arc in re- 
verse, and figuring out how to play 
a deeply traumatized character with- 
out being boring... or even being able 
to show the audience what he was 
like before. “But that second part is 
not as hard as it sounds,” Irving says, 
“because a lot of that information is 
in the script—Murphy has the par- 
ents talk a lot about Jean as a child, 
how he was shy and didn't have too 
many friends. So through little snip- 
pets like that, I think you get a pic- 
ture of a shy kid who can't deal with 
this violent event because he doesn’t 
have anyone to talk to about it. And 
as for Jean being traumatized, what 
I've learned is that it's not about ‘Oh, 
I've seen the worst!’ It's about him 
actively searching for the reason 
why he didn’t have the moral fibre 
to keep this terrible event from hap- 
pening. He wants to change events, 
but he can’t. He’s flawed, and he can't 
live with that.” 

But don't be misled by that: Mare 
Lépine’s actions colour everything 
that happens onstage in The Decem- 
ber Man: the play takes place entire- 
ly in the home of Benoit and Kate, 
whose son Jean (a fictional character, 
albeit one inspired by several real-life 
figures) was in the classroom where 
Lépine claimed his first victims. Jean 
escaped without physical injury, but 
was crippled by guilt over his failure 
to do anything to stop Lépine from 
killing his classmates. He wasn't 


technically murdered by Lépine, | 
Murphy makes a convincing 
that he and his parents are victim 
the massacre too. “It's like a pebbkc

Irving doesn't call The December 
Man a play about the 1989 “Mo 
treal massacre”—the day when Mar 
Lépine invaded the Ecole Polytech 
nique on a deranged crusade against 
feminism, killing 14 women and 
wounding 10 others, as well as four 
men, before turning his gun on hirr 
self. And indeed, the massacre 
alluded to only indirectly for much 
of the play, in snatches of TV news 
casts or brief but emotional bursts of 
dialogue. 

Let's start with a couple of com- 
parisons. Because of its backwards 
structure, Colleen Murphy's The 
December Man is often compared 
by Harold Pinter’s influential 1978 
play Betrayal, which told the story 
of a love triangle beginning with its 
acrimonious ending and ending with 
its ironically harmonious beginning 
But perhaps a more accurate com- 
parison would be to imagine a more 
humanistic version of Gaspar Noés 
grueling 2002 film Irréversible, 
which begins with a shocking death 
and traces its roots all the way back 
to a terrible act of violence against 
women. “If you read it backwards, 
it's a play about suicide,” begins Jeff 
Irving, who stars in the Citadel’s new 
production of the play. “And we dont 
want it to be about suicide. We want 
it to be about family and human con 
nection.”

Surprisingly, it’s the mothers who

Choreographer Karen Johnson's 
1692, which is only one of several 
Edmonton dance premieres taking 
place this weekend at the Expanse 
Movement Arts Festival, is loosely 
based on the first six women to be 
tried and executed during the witch 
trials in 17th-century Salem, Massa- 
chusetts.

“I've always been interested in 
history,” “especially 
stories of powerful people. I should 


she explains, 


say that while this piece is dedicated 
to the first six women to be tried in 
Salem, I didn’t say to the dancers, 
“Okay, you're Elizabeth Howe, you're 
Sarah Good, you're Bridget Bishop.’ 
I gave the dancers the names and 
some history about them, but then 
let them develop their own take on 
the role.... My interest in this story 
was probably more emotional than 
political or sociological—although as 
I kept reading, that political angle got 
stronger. Some of the books I looked 
at even referred to it as a ‘holocaust 
for women.” 

Johnson based many of the danc- 
ers’ movements on the superstitious, 
often agonizing “tests” that the Sa- 
lem women endured after their ar- 
rest to determine if they were in fact 
witches—or at least break them down 
and get them to confess. 

“Yes, it's quite dark,” Johnson hap- 
pily admits. Okay, but surely there's a 
glimmer of hope somewhere, right? 
Maybe a woman whose resolve can't

be broken, even under threat of the 
hangman's noose? “Nope,” Johnson 
says. “Sorry.” 

Ah, but not every dance piece at 
Expanse is about historical cases of 
men torturing and hanging innocent 
women; some are about men making 
disrespectful use of famous women’s 
corpses. EVAsion, written and per- 


formed by local “aerial artist” Annie 
Dugan, tells the bizarre tale of the 
convoluted journey of the body of 
beloved Argentinean political icon 
€va Peron. 

After her death in 1952, Perén's 
body was embalmed in hopes of 
eventually being put on perma- 
nent display in an enormous public 
monument. But before these plans 
could become a reality, a military 
coup seized power in Argentina, and 
Perén’s body was secretly spirited 
away to Italy. Things get even strang- 
er from here: multiple wax copies of 
the body were created; her widower 
Juan Perén kept it in his home for a 
couple of years, where his new wife 
Isabel would often climb inside the 
corpse in order to absorb Eva's vibra- 
tions; allegedly a soldier even had sex 
with it during its sojourn in Italy. 

“Her corpse wielded a lot of pow- 
er,” Dugan says. “And because she 
died so young and at the height of 
her popularity, her corpse became an 
incredibly strong symbol that could 
stirup millions of people. So whoever 
had possession of her corpse would 
have a lot of political power. It’s such 


an amazing story—her corpse goes 
missing for 17 years, there's espio- 
nage, murder, kidnapping. Poor Evi- 
ta—she ends up being such a pawn, 
and yet all the men who come into 
contact with the corpse have their 
lives forever changed.” 

EVAsion isn’t technically a dance 
piece—it's more of a monologue per- 
formed by Dugan (playing “Perén 
Body Double #3”) while wrapped 
in a sort of shroud eight feet above 
the stage—but that reflects Expanse 
festival curator Amber Borotsik’s de- 
sire to, well, expand the boundaries 
of modern dance to include physical- 
theatre hybrids like Dugan. 

“€xpanse is a great chance for me 
to do something very different from 
the work I do with Firefly,” Dugan 
says, referring to the aerial theatre 
company she runs with her husband 
John Ullyatt, famous for acrobatic 
spectaculars like Primordial Blues 
and Duck Duck Bang. “When people 
come to Firefly, they want to see 
a circus, they want to see fun, silly 
things. This one isn't like that. It has

Greed Is Not Good

If only every artist working in €d- 
monton had the passion Kurt Spen- 
rath puts into his work. His new play 
The Trillionaires is a roiling hotpot of 
punk rock enthusiasm. First, there's 
the theatre itself, a tiny room in a 
basement off Whyte Ave that’s been 
appropriated as a pretty effective 
venue (even if running into one of 
the actors in the bathroom before the 
show is a bit of an illusion-killer). 

Then there’s the program, which 
contains this rant: “A huge ‘eat shit 
and die!’ to Syncrude.... Please see 
my next play, a musical about how 
_you are 400% more likely to die of 
liver cancer if you live downstream 
of Syncrude’s Athabasca opera- 
tions.” (This spite was prompted by 
the very profitable oil company’s de- 
cision to stop sponsoring arts events 
in the city, including NextFest, which 
Spenrath helped found.) 

Lastly, there’s the manic energy on- 


stage—the actors don’t so much play 
their characters as wield them like 


cudgels with which to bludgeon each . 


other, and the audience. Unfortu- 
nately, The Trillionaires doesn’t have 
much going for it besides verve. 

The play is based on the true story 
of Long Term Capital Management 
(LTCM), a Wall Street “hedge fund” 
operation which, for a few years in 
the mid-'90s, provided a ridiculous 
rate of return on investors’ money. 
By 1998, it teetered on the brink of 
collapse, but its investments were so 
far-reaching (according to the play, 
the company was worth as much as 
the U.S. government) that its failure 
would have precipitated a worldwide 
economic crisis. So the play’s cen- 
tral concern becomes: what kind of 
money-obsessed maniac would jeop- 
ardize the economic well-being of 
the whole world for his own profit? 

But it can’t provide an answer. 
LTCM'’s ringleader, John Meriwether, 
is simplistically depicted as a swag- 
gering, greedy, alpha-male psy- 
chopath who's so stupid he doesn’t 
know what veal is and so gauche he 
thinks The Keg is the acme of classy 
restaurants. The real Meriwether 
holds an MBA and was a successful 
bond trader (although he might be a 
greedy psychopath too, having a long 
history of dubious business practices 
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even before the LTCM fiasco). 

This is all fertile ground for drama, 
but there's little drama going on. Or 
plot. There isn’t time for one with all 
the verbal sparring, little of which 
clicks and even less of which has | 
anything to do with plot, character, 
or theme. The characters vigorously 
debate what veal is, or the relative 
offensiveness of various racial slurs. | 
It turns out later that all the verbal 
pyrotechnics are Meriwether's way 
of deflecting attention from his 
wrongdoings, but it’s still a lot of 
wasted time in a play that’s only an 
hour long, 

There are flashes of insight. At one 
point we hear a story about a zoo in 


which the monkeys were given coins, | 
which they used to buy food from the 
zookeeper. Before long, the monkeys 


were stealing from each other, pros- 
tituting themselves for money, and 
refusing to interact socially for fear 
of having their money stolen. A little 


chilling to contemplate 

But mostly The Trillionaires is con- 
tent to decide that money is the root 
of all evil, and shrilly belabour that 
point for an hour. Maybe the actions 
of LTCM’s bosses were inhuman, 
but they weren't. That's where the 
tragedy and fascination of the story 





lies—and The Trillionaires misses it 
completely.

JILL AND MANDY SPLIT ON 
THE AGA’S YOUTH-THEMED 
EXHIBITION—BUT MAYBE IT’S 
JUST A TEENAGE THING 





This week, Jill and Mandy discuss the 
exhibition Generation, currently on 
display at the Art Gallery of Alber- 
ta. The show consists of large-scale 
paintings, small, intimate drawings, 
video installations, interactive multi- 
media, and a whole lot of unsettling 


imagery. 


Mandy: | went into this exhibition 
expecting to confront the darker, 
more cynical side of the “teen gen- 
eration.” And there was a lot of that. 
Surprisingly, though, | thought the 
most pessimistic works in the show 
were the paintings. Despite being 
large and colourful, they came off 
as dead and lifeless, almost mean- 


| spirited. They showed these one-di- 
| mensional, bored young girls exist- 


ing in these garish, unreal environ- 


| ments. As someone who not too long 


ago was a teenage girl (and some- 
one who loves pdint to a ridiculous 
degree), I found these paintings a 
bit disappointing. You understand 
pretty much.immediately the com- 
ment they're making, and move on. 

Jill: What are you talking about? 


| €liza Griffiths’ giant canvases were 
| among my favourite pieces in the 


show~garish, grotesque, and yet 
highly fascinating. | especially love 
the way the girls’ faces feel hyper-real 
compared to their surroundings, and 
even their bodies—as if to comment 
on how girls at this age try so hard 
to express their individuality and yet 
still fall into a prescribed pattern of 
identity. | also thought the colour in 
the paintings was spot-on. 

I was less impressed with the mul- 
timedia works, particularly Daniel 
Barrow’s “Trying to Love the Nor- 
mal Amount.” The presentation was 
cool—who doesn’t love interactive 
art?—but I failed to see the purpose 
of the piece other than the “shock 
factor” of the fact that you're help- 
ing to “create” the artwork. It prob- 
ably took a lot of effort to figure out 
how to make this piece work, but I 
think it was much less effective than 
Barrow’s simple drawings on the side 
wall. I was too focused on getting the 
timing right and the bits and pieces 
of the slides to really get a handle on 
what the piece was saying. 

Mandy: And | pretty much 


thought “Trying to Love the Norma| 
Amount” was the most wonderf| 
part of the whole exhibit. The old 
fashioned overhead projection, the 
sketchy imagery, and the story all 
combined in this intense and chal- 
lenging way—sweet and even cheesy, 
but with a very dark undertone. Plus 
the smaller collage/drawing series 
was spot-on. That whole room was 
just fantastic to me. The fact that it 
takes some time to figure out how it 
works gets you to stop and concen- 
trate—I don’t think that was uninten- 
tional. 

Jill: | don't know... I just think 
there might have been a more intui 
tive way to put it all together. Those 
pages with the numbers on them 
just really killed the vibe for me 
Maybe that was the intent—to make 
something as haphazard as a teen- 
ager would make it—but it didn’t do 
it for me. But what about those giant 
prints of the notes by Kyla Mallet! 
Weren't they something? I was es 


pecially impressed by “Your Pal Ali

cia”—the one that was in a waterco- 
lour spiral—mainly because if | had 
ever been passed a note like that in 
high school, I would have died. 

Mandy: It was amazing how they 
were exactly the same notes that I use 
to pass with my friends in school—al- 
ways during class, always about what 
was going on later that night, always 
super-dramatic. It was eerie. I dont 
know how I felt about them as im- 
ages, but they were definitely some 
thing that struck home.
